EASTER-SUNDAY. 
SOMETHING CONCERNING THE DAY. 

In times past this day, Easter-Sunday, the 
close of the penitential season of Lent, was wel- 
comed with much rejoicing. When the sway of 
the Church made itself felt more generally than 
now, when the edicts of Pope, Bishop, and 
Priest, regulated the actions and affairs of life, 
and presumed to give or withhold permission to 
eat, drink, or be merry, and men, like children, 
meekly permitted these censors to take from 
them their pleasures for a season, what wonder 
that they rejoiced to feel themselves free from 
their shackies again, and found a child’s delight 
in wild and riotous observances? We, who have 
now generally outgrown the idea that any special 
observances of devotion or self-denial are in- 
cumbent upon us in Lent, are less inclined. to 
mark its departure with any unusual demon- 
strations. i 

The derivation of the name Easter ie somewhat 
uncertain, It is often derived from the name of 
a Saxon goddegs, Eostra, who presided over the 
spring-time and opening buds and flowers, and 
whose festival was observed about this time. 
Others derive it from the same root that gives 
us the word East, a Saxon word Oster, that 
means rising. Thus the resurrection that it 
commemorates, and typifies in the waking of 
Nature at this time from her long winter's sleep, 
would seem to be expressed in its name. 

This day marks one of the three great feasts 
of the Christian Church, which are, Christmas, 
Easter, and Whitsuntide. From the earliest 
times in the history of the Church it has been 
observed as the queen of festivals, with solemn 

mp, praise, and rejoicing. The event that the 

y commemorated was tteadfastly kept in mind, 
songs of joy repeated it, and forms and cere- 
monies symbolized it while yet its memory was 
fresh in the world, and unbelief had not built it- 
self a temple upon the foundation of forgetfal- 
ness. The early Christians were wont to greet 
one another with the words “ Christ is risen!” 
to which reply was given He is risen in- 
deed, and hath appeared unto Simon.” In the 
Russian and Greek Churches that custom is still 
religiously observed. 

Easter is ove of the movable feasts ; indeed, it 
is the movable feast, on which all the others de- 
pend. It gives place and name in the church 
calendar to the nine Sundays before it and the 
eight following, and when it is fixed all the other 
movable feasts and fasts fall into place immedi- 
ately. In early times the Eastern and Western 
churches could not agree upon the suitable time 
on which Easter should fail. The 
Church, following the example of St. Philip and 
St. John, observed it on the third 
of the 14th of Nisan, whatever day 

be, the date of 

as that of the Cruci- 

fixion. The Western Church, on the contrary, 
observed it on the first day of the week tmme- 
diately following the full moon of Nisan, taking 
no heed of the date of the Passover, for the 
double purpose of celebratang the Lord’s resur- 
rection on that day, and distinguishing them- 
selves from the Jess. From this difference a 
most intensely bitter controversy arose. The 
Bishop of Rome endeavored, though without 
success, to compel the Asiatic Churches to alter 
their custom, and for more than two centuries 
the quarrel raged, until, in the time of Con- 
stantine, contention was quelled by a canon 
by the Council of Nice, which fixed Easter 

on the first Sunday after the full moon which 
falls upon or after the vernal equinox, or the 2ist 
of March. Thus 8 was calmed for

EAST ER-MONDAY, 
ELECTION OF VESTRYMEN. 
With the approach of Easter comes the time 
for the election of Church officers by the re- 
spective parishes of the Episcopal Church. The 
canons of the Church direct that the election 
shall take place on Easter-Monday of each year, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable. The canon 
law on the subject varies in the different Dro- 
ceses. In the Diocese of Illinois it is as follows:

MESSRS. MOODY AND SANEEY, 
in order to try and discover by what power they 


draw crowds of men and women to listen to 
them in every city in the United Kingdom. In 
London they have taken the Agricultural Hall, 
Islington (the largest hall in London), capable 
of 16,000 people, and have engaged, in 
addition, Her Majesty's Opera, for the benefit 
of the more highly-bred souls. Mr. Moody 
asked for £15,000 to pay for expenses, and 
upwards of £10,000 is already paid; and 
now he, and his musical brother, Mr. Ira D. 
Sankey, are nightly attracting crowds to Isling- 
ton. I went, prepared to find an orator swaying 
the hay the mighty power of his eloquence; 
I return, disappointed and puzzled, having heard 
an illiterate and commonplace man ranting and 
roaring,.— a man without dignity, or force, or 
pathos,—without even the merit of incisive 
declamation, The hall was about three parts 
fall, and that gave an eudience which any 
orator might well feel pride in addressing; it 
was composed almost entirely of the lower 
middle class,—emall tailors, grocers, cheese- 
mongers; here and there a lady in fur aad vel- 
vet; here and there a gentleman with a look of 
puzzled inquiry on his features; here and there 
a workman, very doubtful about tue common 
sense of the whole proceeding.

(It is ered- 
ibly asserted that Moody and Sankey are making 
from £7,000 to £3,000 a year.) His address 
was based on the text, ‘Seek ye the Lord while 
He may be found.“ We were told that God was 
very anxious about us; that He had come down 
there into that hall to save our souls; aid 
any one believe that God could save them that 
very night? Do you believe He oould? ” queried 
Mr. Moody, addressing the crowd. No answer.

THOSE EIGHTY ACRES. 
"EE MOST EXTRAORDINARY VERDICT ON RECORD. 

Perhaps no verdict has ever been given by s 
fury in Cook County in any land condemnation 
eases that has caused so much feeling smong 
the tax-payers as that rendered in the case of 
the South Park Commissioners vs. Colehaur and 
others, in which the Park Commissioners sought 
te condemn, for park purposes, 80 acres of land 
in the N. E. K of Sec. 24, Town 388, being a por- 
tion of the lake division of the park. ‘The tract 
of land sought to be condemned consists of 80 
acres in the south end of the lake-shore division 
of the park. It is alow Hes of ground and 
considered by the Commissioners the least valu- 
able tract of land in the entire park system. 
Olmeted & Vanax, in making the plans for the 
parks, found it mecessary te devote the larger 
portion of this ground to 

LAKES AND WATER COURSES. 

The law creating the South Park Commission 
defined the boundaries of the parks and boule- 
yards, and the Commissioners were required to 
ebtain the lands by purchase or condemnation. 

The accompanying map of the lake division 
of the parks, gives the names of persons from 
whom the different tracts of land were pur- 
thased, and the price paid per acre for each 
tract. 

The Philips tract was bought at the price 
gamed, but. as the owner could not give a perfect 
title, the money is not to be paid Philips wntil 
his title, which is now in litigation, is perfeoted. 
The rulings of the Court under which the evi- 
dence was taken, and the jury instructed, was 
that the value of the land should be ascertaine-! 
woof the present time, and without regard to 
the location of the park. 

SAMUEL 8. GREELEY, 
farveyor, testified that he had made a eurvey of 
of the 80-acre tract of land in question; it was 
mostly low, opeu prairie ; there was a little piece 
ef ridge along its northeast margin, a small tim- 
bered ridge near the north end, and another vear 
the south end.

When the verdict of the jury was anvounced, 
the attorney for the Commission entered 2 mo- 
tion to set aside the judgment and for a new 
trial. The motion for a new trial will probably 
be argued within the month of April.

the icy confinement has been broken through, 
some of the most important are the movement 
of real estate and building operations. 

Traffic in real estate 18, for certain well-known 
reasons, a more important business here than in 
any cityin the country. The immense fortunes 
which have been made by purchasers of land, 
and the gigantic and rapid increases in value, 
have turned to this city the eyes of people in 
every section, and have attractod here 

AN INCREDIBLE AMOUNT OF CAPITAL, 
which has contributed in a vast degree to the 
prosperity of Chicago. Nothingis, therefore, of 
more general importance than to chronicle at 
this time of the year, not merely for the infor- 
mation of Chicagoans, but for residenta in every 
other large city throughout the country, the 
probable condition of the real-estate market here 
for the coming season. The New York banker, 
the Hartford insurance man, and the Cincinnati 
merchant, read with equal interest intelligence 
concerning the advancing value ef Chicago real 
estate. 

During the past winter real-estate transactions 
have been very limited, and the stormy and 
changeful weather of the present month has 
had a retarding effect upon the spring business, 
While the streets were resolving themselves 
into bogs and quagmires, end flat and low 
places became great ponds of water, it was rath- 
er a bad time to take trips of jinspection to real 
estate, #0 that up to the present week the gen- 
eral revival of business that follows the advent 
of spring bad not yet communicated an impulse 
to the real-estate market. Although still too 
early in the season for a brisk movement in the 
market, there bave been sufficient 

INDICATIONS OF IMPENDING ACTIVITY 
to enable property agents to form some opinion 
of the amount and character of transactions for 
the present season. 

A reporter of Tur Turo visited a, large 
number of real-estate agencies during the past 
week, aod found the belief universally expressed 
that, with the continuance of settled weatber, 
there would be an active movement in the mar- 
ket. As compsred with last spring, the business 
outlook is considered to be much more favora- 
ble. At that time the era of good feeling and 
mutual confidence had not retarned. The influ- 
ence of the panic was.still too fresh. There 
bad been a hard winter; funds which, 
under other circumstances, would have 


- been invested in real estate had been consumed 


in carrying families through the winter, for the 
number of persons who were out of employment 
was very large, andthe reserved funds of the 
laboring classes wae well-nigh exhausted. Now 
this condition of things does not exist. Not- 
withstanding the severity of the winter, work 
was much better last year, and, as was shown in 
Tun Trrevxs during December, workisgmen 
have on hand at this moment a larger amount of 
money to invest in smalllots than at any time 
since 1870. 

A large number of agencies report an increase 
in the number of inquiries, and cash buyers are 
already offering to a considerable extent. One 
agent states that 

THE NUMBER OF CASH BUYERS 

coming into the market is greater than he has 
ever known before at this season, and that there 
is good promise of a very sctive movement in 
building lots. o far, cash prices offered have 
been considerably below the figures at which 
property-owners are holding, and concessions 
will have to be made before transactions take 
piace. The indications are that building lots, 
eligibly situated, will be in good demand. Asan 
iastance, it may be mentiooed that there has 
been considerable inquiry in regard to property 
which will be made eligible for building pur- 
poses by the opening of Milwaukee avenue to 
Lake street. No advertisernent has been made 
of the property, nor has it been placed upon the 
market at all, so that the inquiry tends to indi- 
cate the active movement of capital seeking 
investments in real estate.

WHY REAL ESTATE HAS BEEN DOWN, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaco, March 27.—In accounting for the de- 
pressed condition of the real-estate market dur- 
ing the long period now bappily ¢rawing to a 
close, it becomes pertinent to inquire into the 
strange conduct of the commercial and general 
business-men of the city itself. For a period of 
six years, ending with the panic of 1873, it was 
congidered an evidence of business sagacity to 
have become a purchaser of real estate in Chi- 
cago. All classes have vied with each other in 
expressions of belief in the wonderful promise 
of the city. The merchants were ever in the 
advance. The panic came, and speedily «a city 
of ‘‘ bulls” became transformed into a cage of 
“bears,” until the vocation of a real-estate 
agent or dealer had become to be looked 
upon as one in which a “quid pro quo” 
could scarcely figure. 4 few years 
ago, we delighted in the expressions 
of confidence in our stability and promise that 
came in from every direction,—were fairly en- 
raptured with the compliment from Cincinnati 
that Chicago was but New York’s suburb upon 
the lakes,” and smiled at the showing of St.

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*HOMES FOR WORKINGMEN. . 
‘ AN ENGLISHMAN SPEAKS. 
Te the Editor of The Chicage Tribune: 

Cuicago, March 27.—Much has been said and 
written lately on improved dwellings for work- 
ingmen. Being one of this class, I sincerely 
thank you, Mr. Editor, for the great interest you 
take in a subject so important to myself aad 
thousands of others similarly situated. 

My sojourn in this country has, so far, been 
short and unprofitable,—onty a little over two 
years, but long enough to disgust me with the 
miserable places we are compelled to call homes, 

My family consists of eight, all told, and dar- 
ing the last eighteen months the limited income 
of myself and oldest son, not yet 15 years ald, 
has been a little under $55 per month; but of 
this miserable pittance I pay $15 per month for 
a frame cottage of five rooms, no drain, and two 
of the rooms so damp that they are entirely 
unfit for use during the winter months, and at 
the present there is water at least 6 inches deep 
underneath the building. Cannot this state of 
things be remedied; is there no available capital 
in Chicago to supply the great mass of her toil- 
ing operatives with more substantial dwellings, 
or is it a want of sympathy for them, or a want 
of some well-defined plan and co-operation on 
the part of those who have the means to carry 
out so desirable an object ? 

In England I have put up hundreds of good 
brick cottages, containing two living-rooms, two 
slesping-rooms, closets, back-porch, and other 
conveniences, including water and fixtures, 
fire- in each room, windows 
fitted with Venitian blinds, all inside wood- 
work painted and grained, walls pered, 
and the premises thoroughly well ned. for 
the sum of £90, or $500 each, This class of 
house rents at 4 shillings, or $1, per week, free 
from taxes. 

For $1,000, a much superior cottage is built, 
containing six rooms, and cellar, used for wash- 
ing, storing coal, etc. These rent for $1.50 to 
$2 per week, according to locality. If this can 
be done in England, I am satisfied it can be done 
here, with a very small iti outlay. Lam 
well posted in the prices of building-materials, 
and labor where the above has been carried out, 
and the difference to Chicago prices is, under 
auy circumstances, not more than 20 or 25 per 
cent. Iam satisfied, Mr. Editor, that this is a 
splendid field for capitalists; a more solid in- 
vestment cannot be found than to buy up cheap 
lots of one or more acres, lay them out in suita- 
ble streets, drain them thoroughly, and put up 
the cottages in lots of six or more, as con- 
venient. Such buildings would command the 
best tenants, and, if offered for sale with easy

This result will be a bitter disap- 
pointment. But, after all, it will teach col- 
ored people, as well as white people, that 
they must live down, not legislate down, 
social prejudices, and that their future social 
standing depends upon themselves, not upon 
acts of Congress. As their minds are edu- 
cated and thfir manners ar refined, the color 
of their skin will be furgetten. The social 
prejudice against certain classes of whites 
can only be cured in the same way. 


THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 

The majority in the Legislature refuse to 
adjourn. They came to Springfield to spend 
the winter at the public expense, and they 
are not in a hurry to go home. These gentle- 
men receive in direct salary $35 per week; 
many of them board for $15, and pocket $20 
a week clear profit,—a large increase of their 
ordinary ‘income. To adjourn would be to 
cut off this source of revenue. 

The business of the Legislature has been will- 
fully and persistently delayed. The Legislature 
has been in session nearly three months, and 
has passed or finally acted on not over half a 
dezen bills. Outside of the appropriation 
bills, there were not a dozen subjects reQuir- 
ing legislation, and these the Legislature has 
not disposed of up tothistime. The General 
Incorporation law, the amendment to the 
Revenue law, the Bank-Investigation act, the 
bill allowing foreign corporations to hold for- 
feited mortgaged property, and afew other 
general subjects, have been discussed over 


and over again in both branches of the Legis- 


lature, and no action reached. All these bills 
could be disposed of ina week, if the Re- 
form” majority would only address them- 
selves seriously to business. 

There is, however, a political bill“ which 


wish tomake voting easy in Chicago, and to 
render large Democratic niajorities possible; 
for this purpose they have a bill to repeal the 
Registry law. To pass this bill requires 77 
votes in the House. ‘There are several 
bills pending on a third reading which the 
majority will not permit to be passed, using 
them as levers to help through the repeal of 
the Registry law. If the House will only 
repeal that restriction on ille voting and 
on fraudulent elections, the majority will do 
anything, pass anything, no matter how 
scandalous and unjust. However much the 
State may be interested in the legislation which 
the majority of the House refuses to act 
on, we know of no greater wrong or out- 
rage that that body can do than to repeal 
the Registry and turn over the elections 
in this county—one-sixth of the State—to a 
mob utterly dnscrupulous, and capable of 
voting to any extent that party exigencies 
may require. Better for the State and the 
public morals that the Legislature dissolve at 
once, and break to pieces without passing any 
laws, than that they should repeal the Regis- 
try law, and open the flood-gates of ballot- 
box stuffing in this city and county. 


THE TOWN ELECTIONS. 

The joys of the springtime are not without 
their penalties. Among them are the town 
elections. These are sui generis. They are 
called elections by courtesy ; they are really 
mob meetings. The Hon. Joserpn Grvurnuvrt, 
alias ** Little Jon,“ has issued his proclama- 
tion in the manner and form prescribed by 
law, for the town meeting in South Chicago. 
The Right Honorables the Town Clerks of 
West Chicago and North Chicago have in 
like manner promulgated their commands. 
The mobs are convened for Tuesday, April 6. 
Mr. Grvxwavt instructs the South Town mob 
to gather at the engine-house on Dearborn 
street, near Lake, and gives it the sanction 
of authority by affixing his hand and seal. 
When the mob is convened it will proceed to 
(1) choose a moderator, (2) go. through 
the forms of electing a Supervisor, Town 
Clerk, Assessor, Collector, and Constable, 
and (3) vote taxes for the payment of these 
tax-eaters. This is the only purpose of rais- 
ing town taxes in either North, South, or 
West Chicago. The corporate authorities of 
these three towns de not build bridges, re- 
pair roads, maintain schools, support paupers, 
or perform any of the fonctions that a Town 
Board in a rural district representing a couple 
of hundred agricultural and village voters 
may do. Their official duty as a corporate 
body is simply and solely to vote themselves 
enormous salaries. The mob is therefore re- 
quested to set aside from $40,000 to $50,000 
for each town; $30,000 of which goes to the 
town officers, and the bélance to make up the 
deficiencies in the collections of former years. 
The Assessor gobbles about $10,000, the Col- 
lector $10,000, the Supervisor $2,500, and the 
Clerk $1,500. This exhausts, with the de- 
ficiency, the entire levy. If there were no 
town officers there would be no town taxes. 
Every individual who pays taxes reads on 
his certificate For State, County, Park, and 
Town taxes;” that portion representing 
“town taxes” is simply the blackmail levied 
upon the property-holder for the support of 
the loafers and bummers who sneceed in 
grabbing the town offices with the assistance

The 
Chicago River now contains a large quantity 
of the*sewer emptyings of a long winter. 
It is already stagnant and filthy. The reason 
for this is, that two opposite forces have 
been at work to control its current, and, one 
about equally balancing the other, the water 
has come nearly to a standstill. We have 
had, on the one side, the discharge of water 
into the canal, and against this we 
have had the emptying of water into 
the river from the sewers and the 
water-shed of the South Branch. As the fall 
in the canal is not sufficient to overcome the 
counter-force, and create a current away 
from the lake sufficiently strong to draw

The first step in this direction is the closing 
of the guard gates at the Summit, so that 
there shall be no drain upon the water of the 
South Branch into the canal. It is not prob-

The key to material 
growth is mental growth. It is by waging a 
relentless war against ignorance; by prevent- 
ing crime, attacking it with the schooel-house 
instead of the jail; by compelling parents to

means that modern society will finally reach 


When it uses them 
all, it will finally win the fight and usher in 
the good new times. 


THE REVIVAL SYSTEM, 

It wonld probably be too much to say that 
there is more religious excitement throughout 
the world just now than there ever was be- 
fore; but it is safe to affirm that, barring the 
great reformations and revolutions that have 
convulsed mankind, the public interest in re- 
ligion never was groater than it is to-day. 
And, in looking back over the history of 
Christianity, there u nothing that, sooner or 
more frequently, ar ests the attention than 
the fact that the Ch istian religion is more 
indebted to what are called revival 
movements than to any other agen- 
cy. Rude, and human, and farcical, 
and even tragical, s they often are, there 
they stand a phenomenon of enduring inter- 
est to all students of human history and 


| human nature. From the Day of Pentecost 


to these opening days of Easter, all branches 
of the Christian Church have resorted to 
special efforts,” or missions, or “ protract- 
ed meetings,” for making an assault upon the 
religious sensibilities, not to say an appeal to 
what CARLTLIA calls the religion of vulgar 
hope. and fear.” 

Perzr the Hermit was a gigantic revivalist. 
He (to use the religious vernacular of our 
times) got up a revival” of such dimensions 
and results as the most noted of his modern 
successors must contemplate with despairing 
envy. He worked upon the religious sensi- 
bilities with perhaps as much effect as any 
man who ever lived except Manomer. More 
were awakened and propelled by his exhorta- 
tions than have been affected by the admoni- 
tions of any modern exhorters. The history 
of the revivals “gotten up” by the monks 
of the Middle Ages and the Catholic 
missionaries of the preceding and suc- 
ceeding times, would, indeed does, make sev- 
eral volumes of suggestive reading. Nothing 
can be more thrilling than the narrative of 
the hardships undergone and the stratagems 
resorted to by these pious anchorites who 
„took their lives in their hands” and went 
forth to convert the rugged Northmen, or 
the languid Southerner. There is no more 
eloquent or impressive chapter in all the 


annals of revivals than that which describes | 


the conquest of the Anglo-Saxons by the un- 
armed warriors of Catholic Rome. 

“Without compulsion, the multitade be- 
came Christian. A brotherhood of holy pas- 


tors, with uplifted hand; walked forth and | 
blessed a joyful people.” The zeal of the | 


revivalist has left an ineradicable mark upon 
the progress of both the Catholic and Protest- 
ant forms of Christianity. For several years, 


with scarcely the interval of a single week, 
we have heard, as part of the regular news | 


from round the world, that some heroic act 
has been done, or glorious martyrdom suf- 


fered, by Catholic Pest or Protestant pastor | 


or extol their humble eloquence. 

It is curious to note, by the way, that, with 
all the reputation of the Catholics for 
lyting, we never, or seldom, hear of their 
making the conversion of Protestants the 


ostensible object of their revival movements. | 


They do not put that in their exhortation, or 
upon their flag. Their most conspicu- 
ous instances of heroism and self-denial 
are, as of old, in the strongholds of heathen- 
ism. They do, indeed, lay their nets for Pro- 
testants,—as in London, for example, where 
they have caught some fish worth catching 
during the last quarter of acentury. Still, 
they do not plant any Protestant missions, so 
called, after the example of Protestant mis- 
sionarieg in Ireland or Italy, who are boldly 
set for the conversion of their fellow- 
Christians of St. Avcustinz’s and Madame 
Swrronmm's faith. We do not suppose that 
Brother Moopy would hesitate to attempt 
the conversion of Jom Henny New- 
man, but we fear that that eminent Father 
would not be willing to go far out of his way 
to “convert” even Brother Moopy from 
the error of his ways.” When the Protestant 
becomes a Catholic he is called a ‘‘ pervert”; 
when the Catholic becomes a Protestant he 
is a convert. So the Protestant prose- 
lyters say ; the Catholic proselyters reverse 
the designations. As Brother McCormick 
looks disdainfully upon Prof. SN 
as a “heathen man and a Republican,” 
so Cardinal MoCroszey, with no less 
commiseration, regards Brother McCon- 
MICK as a castaway, although a good 
brother Democrat,—unless, indeed, His 
Eminence. should apply, as would be 
natural in this case, the dogma of “ invinci- 
ble ignorance.” Upon the same ground the 
Pope may look out of his window with hu- 
morous pity upon the “revival”. which 
Brother Van Merer has ‘‘gotten up” under 
the walls of the Vatican for his special bene- 
fit,—the Pope’s, we mean. Locking from 
the window of his residence,” Brother Van

DESCENT AND DARWINISM.

esig the educated classes of our day than the 
doctrine of Descent. When Darwin propounded 
the theory apew to the scientific world, it is ob- 
vious that po more could be expected of him 
than an outline of the splendid hypothesis 
which he bad borrowed in the crude form from 
Lamarck, and had developed and strengthened, 
on the basis of natural selection. In suggesting 
the direction in which to work in solving the 
mystery of the origin of life, Darwin gave into 
the hands or his fellow-scientists the task of 
demonstrating his theory, of supplying the vari- 
ous lip ks in the chain of testimeny which it is in 
the power of no single expert to wass together. 
Many different observers have willingly undertak- 
en the work of testing the evidences of evolution 
and selection, and from time to time the results 
accumulated by their labors are presented to the 
ublic. 
. Mr. Oscar Schmidt bas been one of the stu- 
dious investigators toiling in the cause of De- 
scent aud Darwinism. He has patiently gone 
over the groups of facts already eombined in 
support of the doctrine, and bas added one to 
their number here, aod strengthened a weak 
one there, according as his researches gave him 
new material. His review of the phenomena of 
life, and of the arguments by which various

men of science have attempted their interpre- 


tation, indicates a profound conception of the 
subject in all its bearings and dependencies. 
He has done especia) service in showing that 
the chasms occurring between the species of 
fossil organisms have in many cases been bridged 
over by the labors of recent paleontologists. In 
thousands of cases transitional forms and varie- 
ties that united,jin an uninterrupted series, one 
strata with another, have been arbitrarily divided 
into separate species, thereby creating app:r- 
ent breaks im the derivation where actually 
none existed. The observations of Waagen, 


Zittel, Neumayr, Wurtenberger, and others, are. 


cited in proof of the frequent: occurrence of 
the frequent transition of one fossil spectes into 
avotber. Still, Mr. Schmidt cordially acknowi- 
edges that the amount of intermediate forms at 
yresent precisely determined are a vanishing 
quantity, as compared with the countiess mul- 
titude that must have existed. 

The most important chapter in Mr. Schmidt's 
work is that which discusses the origin of man. 
The doctrine of Descent never included the ridic- 
ulous assumption that man is derived from the 
monkey. That absurd conception bas served an 
excellent purpose by way of a joke, but no one 
familiar with the theory developed by Darwin 
has for a moment admitted the possibility of the 
transformation of the highest species of the ape 
into a human being, in any past or future age of 
the world. Man does not stand in the direct line 
of development from the ape. It isa natural de- 
duction of Darwinism, that in some remote peri- 
od of the world the progenitor of man and the 
anthropomorphous ape was one and the same; 
but, owing to some difference in their primitive 
conditions, the process of development carried 
man and the ape into diverging paths which can 
never approach nearer to each other, but must 
continue to grow farther and farther apart. The 
demand for intermediate forms between man and 


thé ape is therefore senseless, but intermediate 


forms connecting man and the ape with a com- 
mon ancestor are regarded by science as quite 
likely to be among the discoveries of the future. 

Mr. Schmidt indorses the theory of Steinthal 


stances, ‘slow development, the emergence of 
contrast from imperceptible deviations, is the 
tause that the same word requires various mean- 
ings’; that the creation of language therefore 
rests upon this process, and nowhere makes its 
appearance suddenly and abruptly.”

Maitland, in his History 
of London, published in 1793, was of opinion 
that the old idea of there being more females 
than males in the world was a fallacy, the chris- 
tening of boys within the bills of mortality be- 
ing 3 per cent greater thaa those of giris. Korse- 
boom, in his investigations into the mortali- 
ty of Dutch anouitanis in 1772, separated the 
male from the female lives; but be does not ap- 

arin his tables to have noted any difference 
in their relative longevity. Four years later M. 
Deparcieux, in his observations on the nominees 
of French Loatines, lays it down that the ex- 
pectancy of hfe’ is greater in the female than in 


| the male of ail ages; but be does not deter- 


mine the precise ratio. It was the ‘ Equitabie 
Society which, in 1762, firet approximated 
to the truth of the matter, by making 
a distinction of ratesof premium for each sex, and 
taking no female lives under 50 years of age as in- 
purers except at special rates.“ The well-known 
Dr. Price, a great authority on insurance mat- 
tecs, in 1771-8 speaks incidentally of the greater 
mortality o? males as compared with females,’ as 
being generally acknowledged; and Brand, 
speaking of the ‘Amicabie,’ says that init the 
‘hfe of a woman as compared with that of a man 
is of the same proportion astwotoone.’ Mr. 1. 
Chester, in 1783, asserted that the difference be- 
tween male and female lives was in favor of the 
latter; and the same rule was laid down in some 
Swedish tables constructed about the same date. 
It is only in the fifth edition of his work on this 
subject that Dr. Price appears to have woke up 
to the importance of the question, in the interest 
of insurance companies. Mr. Walford then 
quoted the statements of the Carlisle Tables, of 
the Parliamentary Commitiee of 1827, of M. 
Quetelet, of Messers. Bailey and Day, of Fin- 
laison, etc., as on the whole showing that from 
the first to last of 
life is greater in 

the male sex. The same result was ar- 
‘rived at from certain statistics of universal lives 
amoag the higher and wealthier classes, which 
were obtained and tabulated in 1874; a result 
which may be expressed in the following terms. 
viz.: that ‘ at every age the aggregate mortality 
from birth up to such age is greater among 
males than among females, and that out of 
the same number of each sex, born alive, fewer 
males than femaies survive to any given age.’ 


On the whole the above statement is confirmed, 
added the reader of the paper, by the experience 


of foreign countries, both on the Continent and 
in America. But this must be understood witn 


some qualification; for, strangely enough, while 
the expectaacy of life is greater generally among 


women than men, most oflices find that, of a 
given number of insured lives, more women die 
than men. This, however, was to be accounted 
for by the fact that whereas malo insurers are 
drawn from all ciasses, only one small class 
of females, as a rule, seek to insure their 
lives—namely, women in a state of actual or ex- 
t pregnancy; and here, as he believed,

TRADE SLES. 


Some Interesting Facts Touching 
a Great Mercantile 
Interest. 


Wholesale Stocks in the Infallible Bal - 
ance ef Supply and Demand. 


Tho Auction-Plan Applied to the Jobbing 
Business of the City; 


Dry Goods, Oarpets, Boots and Shoes, and 
Other Merchandise, Under the 
Hammer 


Succesafal Application of the Plan en 
a Large Scale. 


The general business system of every great 
industrial and mercantile citv, in its complex and 
many-sided aspects, will be found to present, as 
the result of intelligent observation and study, s 
great many side views and special features which 
indicate the effect and development of partic- 
ular laws aud necessities of commerce, the 
growth and expression of special interests and 
requirements, bearing a permanent but peculiar 
and particular relation to the general and common 
channels of trade, and often-times invested with 
a popular interest of s more intense and more 
universal character than the old familiar features 
and aspects of commerce, 

The entire community are acquainted, in a 
general sense, with the common course and cur- 
rent of trade, the ordinary methods, and laws, 
and customs, mutual bearings and mutual rela- 
tions of the main divisions, classes, and de- 
partments of commerce, the successive manipu- 
lation of the staples of a universal market by the 
respective bands of manufacturers, jobbers, re- 
tail dealers, and consumers in everlasting se- 
quence and rotation. There are, however, cer- 
tain special channels of trade which, though of 
incalculable importance, and entirely indispensa- 
ble to the natural and free development of every 
legitimate industry and of every great and per- 
manent mercantile interest, are far less general- 
ly understood and realized. Among these ex- 
ceptional and special branches of the grand com- 
mercial system of Chicagothere is one interest 
known in this city, as in New York, as 

THE SYSTEM OF TRADE SALES, 
to which a somewhat full reference in this con- 
nection has been suggested, not less by its 
present maguitude aud importance as a heavy 
item of trade than dy points and 
features of an essentially popularcharacter, that 
render it an especially interesting and apprepri- 
ate subject of public information. The great 
trade saies of New York City have come to bea 
familiar matter with che mercantile element of 
the entire nation, and twice a year fora quarter 
of a century have awakeved attention from 
the four quarters of the continent. The trade 
sales of Chicago, inaugurated, we believe, by Mr. 
GEORGE P. GORE, 
in 1861, at No. 54 Lake street, have naturally un- 
dergone a more rapid development than that 
which characterized the init al history of the 
mighty enterprise in New York, for the reason 
that the Western public bad recovered from the 
indifference or shyness encountered in the East in 
testing the legitimacy and permanence of a new 
principle acd a new method of mercantile opera- 
tions, such as always greets a formal departure 
from established and traditional channels of 
commerce. The novelty and the originality of 
the trade-sale system cousisted in the application 
of the auction — to wholesale operations 
in all classes of common merchandise and staple 
goods constituting the bulk of the supplies of 
the merchants of the world. The inauguration 
of the enterprise on a national scale was not 
only an original but an adventurous step, and 
its success implied 
THE INSTRUCTION OF THE COMMUNITY 

in new principles aud new methode of business. 
The practical and permanent value of the prin- 
ciple has been satisfactorily illustrated in the 
fact that the trade-sale svstem has become an 
indispensable feature of the commerce 
of the nation. And under the light 
and influence of this great precedence 
the merchante of the West have come to recog- 
nize the inestimable utility of the auction prin- 
ciple as a measure of economy in wholesale 
transactions in merchandise, éte largest and 
most successful application ss a measure of 
economy being that of abbreviating the success- 
ive processes of sale and transfer between manu- 
factarers and consumers. The fact that tne 
wholesale auction trade 6f the city, which, as 
stated, was first established on a permanent 
basis in 1861 through the efforts of 
Mr. Gore (now George P. Gore & Uo., Nos. 68 
and 70 Wabash avenue), coosisiing at first of 
regular-appointed sales of boots and shoes, and 
afterward extended to dry goods, furniture, and 
other classes of staple goods, has since devei- 
oped to the proportions of a great and universal 
jobbing trade, constitating a steady centre of 
supply to many hundreds of retail dealers in the 
city end in the country, with constant accessions 
to its patronage from every section of the 
Northwest, would seem to indicate that 
the wholesale application of the auction 
principle in commerce has come to be 
thoroughiy and universally approved by the 
popular judgment of the country, serving the 
general community of retail dealers the same 
measure of relief, convenience, and economy as 
is afforded to private consumers by a legitimate 
system of retail sales to the highest bidder, 
where the commodities of life are

of supply and demand, and the selling price 
* tioned to value with unerring precision. 

though, up to the present day, the trade 
sales of Chicago, in which the auction system of 
transferring wholesale stocks of boote and shoes, 
dry goods, furniture, carpets, crockery, etc., 
directiy from the manufacturers to the retail 
merchant without any other intervening agency, 
have been conducted under the auspices of but 
one great establishment, the deyeloument of 
the business has been such as to eaforce public 
recognition as a vast mercantile necessity and as 
an indispensable feature of the whole- 
sale traffic of the city, with indications 
of a perpetual extension and enlargement 
of the interest, with such evidehces of a 
naturel, intrinsic, and increasing popularity as 
seem to guarantee the early application of the 
principle over larger fields. And the prediction

may be conducted by the same system of public 
sales,-—half the merchandise of the city passing 
under the public hammer on the ghorier process 
of transfer from the manufacturers’ hands,— 
would not be wholly destitute of logic and 
probability. It is the opinion of many thought- 
ful merchants who are carefal observers of facts, 
indications, and tendencies in commerce, that 
the fulfillment of this interesiing — 
tion will depend simply on the full and 
intelligent realization by the whole commercial 
world of the public utility of the principle if 
enacted by common consent into a general law 
of commerce, as a measure of economy entirely 
without a substitute and without a parallel. 

It is no doubt true, as has been sometimes sug- 
gested, that the public confidence and public 
favor into which the trade sales of- Chicago have 
devoloped in so short a bistory may be in part 
attriluted to the mercantale genius of Mr. Gore, 
already mentioned as

is a spacious edifice of six stories, 55x180 feet, 
ag ting 59,400 superficial feet for storage, 
an thorvughiy and elaborately equipped 
with elevators and all modern  ware- 
house fixtures and conveniences for 
the manipulation of stocks.
